Restored in Spain 


King Alfonso Lifts Cen- 


sorship and Calls Elec- 


tion in March 


MADRID—(^Oonatitutional guar- 


antees were restored to Spanish sub- 
jects after more than seven years of 
dictalorship. A 
royal proclamation 


calls for parliamentary elections in 
March, 


The guarantees and parliamentary 


elections were suspended by the dic- 
tatorship of the lale Miguel Primo de 
Rivera September 23, 1923. Gen. Dam- 
asco Bcrengucr, who succeeded Fvimo 
de Ricera as dictator, had conlinued 
the suspension during the past year 
which saw H series of labor, political 
and radical clislurbances in Ihc coun- 
try. 


This proclamation by King Alfonso 


was seen in certain quarters as a tes- 
timony of complete confidence in Be- 
rengucr's work. 


A press censorship will be officially 


raised tomorrow. It would have been 
today except for a law which forbids 
Sunday newspaper work. Poltical cir- 
cles say that the constitutional guar- 
antees will be endorsed by the govern- 
ment providing no attempts are'made 
to disturb the public peace. Should 
such disorders develop the suspension 
again would be announced 


The decree calls for election of de- 


puties on March 1 and of senators 
March 15. It says the king will pre- 
side at the opening of parliament 
March 25.

touched December 15.

The 
average price of Middling 7-8 inch 
for the ten designated markels on 
February Glh was 9.87c, compared with

Reported sales of spot cotton in 


the'ten markets for the week amount- 
ed to 66,066 bales compared with 42,- 
543 for the corresponding week one 
year ngo. Exports to February 6th 
this season amounted to about 4,600,000 
bales, against 5,000,000 for the corre- 
sponding pcrio3 a year ago. Certifi- 
cated slocks at all delivery poinls on 
February 4th amounted to 1,228,648 
bales, compared with 1,204,840 bales 
on January 29th, Port stocks on Feb- 
ruary 5th, including ccrificated stocks, 
amounted to 4,045,340 bales. 


Trade interest is now largely cen- 


tered on the probable cotton acreage 
ffor 1931. According to the Weather 
Bureau, during the week ending Feb- 
ruary 3rd, the abnormally warm and 
sunshiny weather recently prevailing 
over the principal agricultural sec- 
tions of the counlry has made favor- 
able conditions for seasonal 
farm 


work, and much plowing was accom- 
plished in the south and soulhwest. 


Grade differences were- praclically 


unchanged during the past week. 


Premium slaple cottons were said 


to be in somewhat better demand and 
i-oin some sections came reports to 
.he effect that there was more of this 
cotton sold during the past len days 
than had been sold al any len day 
period since the early waaks of the 
current season. Premiums for such 
cottons were reported as practically 
unchanged, compared with those of 
the previous week. 


Southern mill centers said that con- 


ditions remained practically unchang- 
d compared with those of the pre- 
vious week, with demand for spot 
cotton conlinued limiled, and again 
directed to the off grades of cotton 
with the asking basis for such cottons 
reported as somewhat sliffer.

clusive. Spinners in the southern mill 
centers were said to have advanced 
their quotations for carded yarns with 
buyers, however, awiting further de- 
velopments in Ihe cotlon goods mar- 
ket before entering the market to any 
extent.

The abandoned car bore an Ok- 
lahoma license plate and in addition 
to men's clothing, contained two shot- 
guns.

Daily Rescue Board 


LONDON, —(/P)—By saving a life 


a day in 1930 the British Life Insti- 
tute had one of its big years. 


Guardian of thousands of miles of 


wild coast line in the British Isles, 
the institute, maintained largely by 
charity, made 3G5 rescues 
and aided 


29 vessels to reach havens. 


Since its inception 107 years ago, 


the institute has saved 64.481 lives, 
an average of 11 lives a week for the 
entire period.

the late Capt A C. Baird, one of the 
pioneers of Washington, this county, 
died Sunday at the hbme of her son, 
Roy A. Baird, in Oklahoma City.

It was he who sharply 
took issue With Howell when the 
senator casually remarked that this 
city was scandalously wet, spur* 
ring Howell to make exhaustive re- 
search and to frame the drastic en- 
forcement law for the District 6t 
Columbia which has become the 
major Item of prohibition legisla- 


• tion considered at this session.

has not signified whether the 
Howell bill, has his approval. 


:Howell Is Sincere 


Engineer Howell Is one of the 


dry western" progressives. He is 
earnest and sincere and more cau- 
tious in the, Interests of soundness 
than some of the other progressives.
